There has been too much desposition 
to aasuine that the North West ean- 
not be a manufacturing country. Cer- 
tainly we are a tong way off, having 
any Mazchesters or Birminghams in 
Assiniboia, but we can and ought to 
tnanufacture nevertheless. 

There are certain necessaries of life, 
as food, clothing and the various artic 
les of daily houschold use, which ought 
to be produced, wherever possible and 
as soon as possible, the 
pint of consumption. 

If » farming community depends for 
these necessary things upon distant 
sources of supply, paying therefore by 
the sale of farm produce, the failure 
of a single crop throws the commercial 
n.achinery out of gear. 

Local manufacturers are necessary 
also to afford diversified employment 
for the people and to avert the nar- 
rowing, enervating influence of a re- 
stricted sphere for human energy. 

Perhaps more necessary still 
homre industries,as providing local con- 
sumption for farming produce and 
thereby giving a stimulus to more var- 
ied agriculture of increasing excellence, 
and tending to prevent, by variety of 
production, that inevitable exhaustion 
of soil by merciless cropping for export 
able cereals. 

We ought therefore to manufecture 
if we can do 80 profitably. 

The pre-requisites of course area 
market i. e. demand. (2) Available raw 
material. (3) Facilities for nanufactur- 
ing. 

The demand exists, and wi!l,human- 
ly speaking,expand indefinitely. Raw

materia! is now being exported in con- 
siderable quantities while undeveloped 
sources of wealth anderlie the surface 
of the land. 

Of the facilities necessary, the chief 
is a cheap motive power which we pos- 
ees in the undeveloped coal fields south- 
east ofus. There remain then only 
skilled labor and suitable material. or 
in other words, the application of capi 
tal which a reasonable hope of a protit- 
able return 16 sureto attract. 


For the manufacture of wocllen gooda 


we have the three primary conditions. 
A lecal market, a supply of woo! and 


Waat remains 
then as an inducement to manufactur- 
ers ? Obviously some assurance that 
oppression taxation will not be impos- 
ed and that cheap living will enable 
pperatives to subsist on moderate 
wages.

He was 
born at Stockbridge, Mass., on Novem- 
ber 3Cth, 1819. <At fifteen years of 
age he went to New York, where while 
quite a young man he bec-me establish- 
ed as a successful merchant. In 1853 
he spent six months in travel on the 
continent of South America. On his 
return he interested himself in telegra- 
phic extension, and procured from the 
Legislature of Newfoundland the ex- 
clusive right for fifty years to connect 
that island with Europe ard the con- 
tinent of America. His next step was 
to organize a company for the carrying 
out of his plan. In 1851 the first At- 
lantic cable was made and in August 
of that year the end of it was landed on 
Irish soil. The cable broke after 350 
miles had been bid. Ir. 1858 the plan 
was adopted of starting in midocean 
and laying the enable from ships proceed- 
ing in opposite directions. This prov- 
ed to be a failare, and the directors of
